THE CRACK CALIFORNIA COURSE. 



Logistilla Wing the Gloaming Handicap in Very Fast 
Time — W. Knapp Riding in Form— 

Ross Scores a Win. 



Oakland. Cal., November 21. — Interest in the rac- 
ing at the Oakland track continues undiminished. 
The success of the present meeting, judging by the 
attendance, is the most pronounced in (lie history 
of the California Jockey flub. According to official 
count fully twenty-five thousand persons have paid 
their way into the race course to witness the splen- 
did racing during the first four days following its 
inaugural, which means approximately an average 
of ten thousand spectators per day counting the 
free list. Pessimistically Inclined racegoers have 
been confounded by the astonishing results that 
have attended the present revival of racing on the 
Pacific coast. 

At today’s “cut-in” of txookmakers the second 
since the opening day, twenty -eight of these gentry 
elected to do business and, with new arrivals daily 
among the fraternity, last year’s record is sure to 
la* surpassed. First-class weather lias been tbe 
rule, and the racing fully up to the best standard. 
Today was no exception, the card being more than 
ordinarily attractive. 

W. Knapp’s riding was the bright particular feat- 
ure of the afternoon’s sport. He rode three* winners, 
including Logistiltu in the Gloaming Handicap .it 
one mile. In this race Hildreth's mare, a hot fav- 
orite, was almost left at the post and her victory 
was one of the most marvelous displays of speed, 
stamina and courage that has been seen hereabouts 
in many a year, the time, 1:38*, being wonderfully 
fast for this track. 

An interesting happening was the local debut in 
the saddle of C. Ross, fresli from triumphs on the 
metropolitan tracks. The midget ridex - . who will do 
most of Barney Schreiber's lightweight riding, 
scored one win and a second. 



ASCOT PARK PROSPECTS ARE IMPROVING. 



A Temporary Restraining Order Granted by the 
Court — Suit to Annul Election. 



Los Angeles, Cal., Novemlier 21.— Unless the 
courts ai*p far more expeditious than usual the 
coming meeting at Ascot Park will come off on 
scheduled dates and the hs-al authorities, if the 
plans of tlie racing people do not fail, will Ik* 
powerless to interfere. 'Hie city council yesterday 
completed tlie count of the special eleotiou and 
instructed the city clerk to prepare a certificate for 
filing with tin* secretary of state. If this certificate 
is forwarded to Sacramento annexation will have 
been accomplished, lint according to tlie Ascot Park 
attorney suit will Ik* commenced today to invalidate 
tlie annexation election on the grounds that tlie re- 
turns from the precinct in which Ascot is located 
have lieen tampered with. The attorney will base 
his suit on the fact that the envelope containing the 
Ascot precinct returus was mutilated when brought 
Into the council chamber for the official count. 

The Ascot Park people today were granted tin 
injunction against the city of Los Angeles restrain- 
ing the latter from putting into effect tlie annexa- 
tion bill passed Novemlier 12. 

Judge t’onrey issued an order to tlie defendant to 
show cause on Friday, Novemlier 30. why the re- 
straining order prayed for In tlie complaint should 
not be issued.
